a printing module; 
a print server; and 

a communications port configured to exchange Java communications via a 
communications link. 

Claim 120 (New): The network device of Claim 1 19, said printing module 
comprising: 

a laser printing module. 
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Claim 121 (New): The network device of Claim 1 19, wherein said printing module 
comprises: 

a printing module configurable by a world-wide web browser. 

Claim 122 (New): The network device of Claim 1 19, further comprising: 
means for authenticating a user attempting to configure said printing module. 

Claim 123 (New): The network device of Claim 122, wherein said means for 
authenticating comprises: 

means for identifying an identity of a send of a configuration command. 

Claim 124 (New): The network device of Claim 122, wherein said means for 
identifying an identity comprises: 

means for identifying said identity by an ID and password. 

Claim 125 (New): The network device of Claim 122, wherein said means for 
identifying an identity comprises: 

means for identifying said identity by a SSL identifier. 

Claim 126 (New): The network device of Claim 1 19, further comprising: 
a non- volatile memory. 

Claim 127 (New): The network device of Claim 1 19, wherein said printing module 
comprises: 

a mode of operation capable of being configured for a specific user. 
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Claim 128 (New): The network device of Claim 119, wherein said mode of operation 
comprises one of: 

a paper size; 

a tray identifier; 

a number of lines of page; 

an image type; 

a maximum job size; 

a billing code; 

a priority designation; and 

a period-of-tirne designation. 

Claim 129 (New): The network device of Claim 119, further comprising: 
means for providing help instructions via communications link. 

Claim 130 (New): The network device of Claim 119, further comprising: 
a queue manager. 

Claim 131 (New): The network device of Claim 119, further comprising: 
means for pagination control. 
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
